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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: For example, Applicants contend, "...Senshu 
(prior art of record) fails to provide recording error correction codewords segennents in an interleave dynamically created to correspond 
only to the portion of the matrix filled by the user data..." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Senshu teaches (col. 1) the direction of 
user data is equal to the direction of data on the disc as shown in FIG. 1. In an ECC block using blocked codes, the direction of 
correction codes is interleaved with respect to the direction of data on the disc in order to improve the capability of correcting burst 
errors. Also, in this format, data immediately after frame synchronization FS belong to separate identical correction codes, and the 
second data from frame synchronization FS belong to separate identical error con-ection codes. Similarly, data immediately before 
frame synchronization FS belong to separate identical error con*ection codes. It is the Examiner's conclusion that the claims of the 
present application, as presented, are not patentably distinct or non-obvious over the prior art of record. See prior office actions. 
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
